Let us consider some purely agricultural

The 
total value of the fish landed on the coasts cf 
the Irish Free State for the first quarter of 
this year was £57,766, an almost negligible 
sum for such a length of coast line, which, of 
course, includes all the fishing grounds from 
Kenmare River to Carlingford Lough. as well 
as from the former inlet to Lough Swilly.

ARRANGEMENTS. 
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As the sheep dipping season commences ón 
ist June, the Department of Agriculture 
direct the attention of sheep owners and all 
concerned in the execution and enforcement 
of the Sheep Dipping Orders to the urgent 
necessity for securing the dipping of all 
sheep in the Irish Free State during the 
preseribed dipping periods, and in accordance 
with the requirements of the Orders. 


The principal object of the Order of 1915, 
and the supplementary Orders which enable 
local authorities to require the prescribed 
dippings to be earried out under the super- 
vision of local inspectors, is the eradication 
of scab, a disease which has done much to 
retard the development of the sheep industry 
and to injure the country’s valuable ex- 
port trade in sheep and lambs. Under these 


June to 31st July) the sheep must be dipped 
once, and must have been shorn before dip- 
ping, unless they are lambs under nine 
months old. In the autumn dipping period 
(ist August to 15th November, inclugive) 
sheep must be dipped twice within an 
interval of not less than 7 or more than 14 
days. The interval is important, having re- 
gard to the life history of. the scab parasite. 
The first dipping will probably kill the para- 
sites, but their eggs might remain rt get 
hatched out, and the second dipping is neces- 
sary to kill the young parasites before they, 
in turn, lay their eggs. Where a poisonous 
dip is used, it is advisable that the interval 


between the dipping should be at ieast 10.

_ Why does the ordinary farmer take no 
interest in poultry? One reason is that they 
annoy him. He sees twenty or thirty mongrel 
hens on and under his cart when he wants to 
yoke; he ‘‘shoos” them off, and gets. the 
harness, and finds they have been perching 
there, too, and he has the trouble of cleaning 
it. Going in to breakfast he stumbles over 
two or three round the back door—in ‘fact, 
they are always in his way; and yet if he 
wants an egg this November morning he is 
told the hens are not laying. The last straw 
comes when, going out again, he sees ‘‘the 
missis coming out of the loft with a bucket 
of oats for the same hens.

The hearing was resumed of the appeal by 
the defendants in the case of Kathleen V. 
Hewson, ratepayer, of Askeaton, v. Limerick 
County Council—involving the important 
question of the walidity of the rates struck 
by the Council for ‘the -year March ol, 
1927—from an order of Mr. Justice Sullivan 
and Mr. Justice O’Byrne in the High Court, 
dated 8th ult.. making absolute a conditional 
order of certiorari, previously obtained by 
the plaintiff. quashing the rates struck as 
being invalid, and disallowing the tause 
Shown by the County Council against the 
conditional order, : 

The grounds on which the application for 
the conditional order was made were that the 
rates as struck contained a provision for an 
alleged illusory sum of £17,870 in respect of 
deductions from agricultural grants payable 
to the Council for the year mentioned: that 
they contained provision for £8,000 by way 
of recoupment df a deficit of £71,414, which 
was alleged to have been illegal, over an 
expenditure on roads during the five years 
ending ólst March: 1925; and also that pro- 
vision was made for levying current rates 
otherwise than for the purpose of providing 
sufficient income to set off outgoings properly 
incurrable for the year’s current services. 

A conditional order for a similar purpose, it 
appeared, had previously been obtained by 
Gilbert Hewson, the husband of the present 
prosecutrix, on 14th October last; but the

There is something 
so completely un-British in what has occurred 
in Hankow that it seems to an evil 
dream—a conclusion by no means derogatory 
if one thinks rightly on the sub 

While this might have been contested 
wi to what happened last Sunday, it can 

rdly be contested now. The Japanese, by 
a few rifle shots and a burst or two from a 
Lewis gun, had the mob pita oe i Éad tae 
I walked all round the Japanese cession 
Leag. It is in a state of siege, with 

arbed wire and sandbags at every entrance, 
and a ‘‘glacis” a hundred yards broad, 
beyond posts strongly held by sailors and 
merchant volunteers. 
the roads round about. 

It is an absolute reply to those who say 
that force is fatal. The Government is cowed, 
Borodin is cowed, the canarle is cowed. 
They know that any attempt to rush the 
Concession will be met not only by rifle 
and machine-gun fire, but by ships’ guns. 
Force is the only thing that counts. It is 
ten times more effective to-day than it was 
twenty-five years ago, because of the perfec- 
tion of rapid-fire weapons. The Japanese, 
with their cruiser and destroyer guns trained 
on shore, are as secure against the whole 
Cantonese Army as Tokio is—and they know 
it. And they will not give way one inch, 

Similarly the French, if their Concessidn is 
attacked, propose to stand firm. Ín fact, 
they will do even more. They will destroy 
the native city of Hankow with high explo- 
sives and incendiary shells. And we could 
have had the active co-operation of these Die- 
Hards months ago had we only been more 
circumspect. 

While the cancellation of the Anglo-Japanese 
Alliance is recalled by, everyone, hardly a 
soul remembers that five years ago there 
was substituted for that Alliance an agree- 
ment between the four Powers--England, 
United States, France and Japan, who 
pledged themselves to consult with one 
unother and take common action whenever 
their interests on the Pacific were jeopardised. 
When matters in China became critical in 
1925, something might very reasonably have 
been atteMpted: that the French, like the 
Japanese, are cold, if not indignant, to-dav 
is a. proof that the British Memorandum of 
December 18 is a poor substitute for such 
agreement. ' 

- FRENCH INTERESTS. “ 

I will pass by that constant remark that 
France has virtually no interests in China— 
that it is difhcult íor a trading Power to see 
eye to eve with a Power with such-»slender 
responsibilities. Measured in terms of trade 
and shipping and investments, France certainly 
does not sess a tithe of Britain’s China 
interests. Nevertheless, she has Concessions 
at Shanghai, Tientsin, Canton, and Hankow; 
she is mistress of a great Colonial Empire 
adjacent to China—Indo-China—and twice in 
the period 1856-60 she was Britain’s ally, 
making war and peace “in common with her 
and helping to implant those vey institutions 
which are now at stake. 

In 1925 she was certainly willing to co- 

operate. In the action she took at Shameen, 
when the attack was made on the joint 
Franco-British Concession, she showed better 
instinct than Britain, who, through a Consul- 
General as inadequate as his Hankow col- 
league (and in spite of his bellicose de- 
spatches) missed the opportunity of qm life- 
time to shell and subdue Canton, as the 
French were willing to do. In Shanghai it 
was the French who saved the situation im- 
mediately after. May 30th; for it was the 
suggestion of the French Minister to Peking 
to Chang Tso-Lin which secured the despatch 
of a picked corps to the borders of the Inter- 
national Settlement, thus nipping in the bud 
just such a subversive movement as was to 
come eighteen months jater in Hankow.: This 
service was never acknowledged, and ulti- 
mately rancour against France was created, 
because it was helieved that the French sug- 
gested certain disciplinary measures against 
the Shanchai Municipal Council in order to 
round off what had been done with Chang 
Tso-Lin, and to give him a proof of good 
faith. 
Even the Wanhsien affair contributed some- 
thing to this unfortunate Anglo-French mis 
understandimg. For on the day of the attack 
the French gunboat in port was informed that 
the assault would bo carried out next inorn- 
ing, and was asked to get up steam and help : 
but when, quite unexpectedly, the armed 
merchantman Chiawo came round the bend 
from Ichang the same afternoon and attacked 
immediately, the French gunboat could not 
participate owing to co!d boilers. 


THE FRENCH CLAIM. 

To these local incidents must be added a 
major grievance, which is still obscure. ~The 
French claim that at the end of 1925 military 
intervention in China was proposed by them, 
with the despatch of a division by each of 
the interested Powers, and that it was the 
British who demurred. They add that this 
is the reason why, when the British Memoran- 
dum of 16th December, when handed to 
Monsieur Briand, evoked the comment that, 
since Britain decided her China policy im- 
dependently of other Powers, France would 
do the same. 

Yet this should not be: such divisions are 
perilous. The French in Hankow have had 
to suffer continued attacks from the Can- 
tonese and the pickets, from the Labour 
Unions and the officials. The Annamese 
police are frequently dragged from the 
streets and beaten; Chinese troops always 
do what they please; the houses are plastered 
with propaganda and insults. French blood 
boils—but, because the line has been opened, 
they cannot defend themselves without waging 
open warfare.

nd if this is the opinion of the French 
just as much the opinion of Americans, 
ave learnt more about China during 
the pdst three months than in the previous 
thirty kears. It is not merely such outrages 
me at Nanking which have changed 
s; it is the general story of the 
unparalle assaults ordered by a Central 
Executive Kommittee which, in words uttered 
Burke a hundred years ago, 1s 
armed fanatics for the propa- 
gation of t principles. of assassination, 
robbery, rebellion, fraud faction, oppression 
and impiety.’ No doubt it is a defect of 
the American temperament to judge Fí super- 
ficials, and to be led by emotion. But cver 
since they hav» seen what defeatism produces 
they have been convinced that only a stal- 
wart policy can redress the balance. The lead 
is what they want, a lead from the Power with 
most at stake. It was noticeable on January 
3rd at Hankow that the American Admiral 
Hough changed his anchorage and stedmed 
up beside the British gunboats, so that if 
they had accepted the Cantonese challenge, 
America would have lent her help. It was 
also noticeable that on the last of the three 
eventful January days (January 5th) befote 
the British flag was hauled down, and the 
British Concession surrendered—armed Ameri- 
cans assembled in great numbers at the 
American Consulate, prepared to go into the 
firing-line, and not believing that what was 
to happen could possibly occur. A study of 

os conducted by the method of using 
rench and American judgments as criteria 
leads one infallibly to the view that not 
further conciliation but the establishment in 
China of international military defence-areas 

has become essential. 
BACK TO 1860, / 

And the first military area needed, if we 
are not to be driven into the sea, is here 
at Hankow. 

Everything is ripe for it. To-day, the 9th 
of. April, the last of the gunboats, Consuls 
and men of the foreign communities of Chung- 
king, Ichang, Shasi, Changsha and Yochow 
have arrived, and we are back to where we 
were in 1860, with Hankow the highest 
navigable point. Upper-river trade is as dead 
as a doornail. All British and American 
oil installations are sealed up; so oil vessels

The years go by, and these people change 
not. Mild and pleasant in their peaceful 
moments, let their nervous mechanism be 
upset by a process of continuous poisoning, 
and they are as beasts of the fields. The 
foreigner, harried without distinction of race 
or creed, is fleeing before the coming storm. 
All the women have gone. The last 
Japanese ships from here took down thirteen 
hundred Japanese women and children. Yes- 
terday a British river-boat carried the largest 
number of white passengers that have ever 
sailed on the Yangtsze, the cabins and decks 
being full of Russian prostitutes, Catholic 
Sisters of Mercy, and Swedish and Lutheran 
mission women; an amazing enough com- 
panionship, but preferable to the isolated 
graves they would find if left behind. 

“Where do we stand?’ ask Americans, 
wiping their anxious faces, and reading the 
Consular order calling for evacuation. They 
have met to-day in their Chamber of Com- 
merce to decide what America in Hankow 
is going to do They have decided that 
they will not go if their navy will help 
them; they have decided to stand firm. 

The navies have twenty-two vessels in 
port, and many more ships should soon 
come. The pendulum must commence soon 
to swing back. The military area should not 
be a plan, but a fact. For Hankow should 
not be abandoned, It is a key-position, which 
can he dominated from the water, particn- 
larly if hydroplanes are brought up with air- 
eraft carriers. The guns of the navies can 
enforce the first condition: the total evacna- 
tion of the Hankow district by the Nationalist 
Army to the south bank of the river, and 
the garrisoning of the whole fenced-in area 
of the foreign Concessions by military’ and 
naval contingents and a controlled Chinese 
police. Harry Parkes did that in 1857 in 
Canton with 400 British and French sailors 
under the guns of the sailing ships. What 
was done seventy years ago can be done 
again. 

THE ONLY WAY. 

These Communists here are murderers, led 
by Russian criminals, and the only things they 
understand are bullets and cold steel. China 
has got to have another Protocol put on her, 
which will hold things quiet for another 
twenty-five years. The building up of an 
international military area in Hankow under 
martial law would so discipline the place 
that in a very short time disorders would 
vanish. By licensing and controlling all essen- 
tial communications and pivotal points, such as 
railway stations, steamers, junks, post office 
and Customs, and, assuming direct juris- 
diction, the foreigners would put the 
Nationalists out of business overnight. All 
their strikes and violence would vanish, and 
the people become peaceful if the unions were 
made criminal organisations. 

““We are going to act with vou,” American 
Naval oflicers declare. ‘‘ Don’t blame us if 
we don’t look like hard-boiled Imperialists. 
Wait for the Joint Note about Nanking.’’ 

That is, indeed, what we are all waiting 
for. Divided into two camps, the optimists 
who beligye that there is a point beyond 
which “ÉC overnment will allow its policy 
to be dem@&ned, and the pessimists who are 
sure that no guns will go off, we sit and wait. 
The more subtle ones are afraid of the sanc- 
tions likely to be imposed if the Nationalists 
prove stubborn: blockade, for instance, which 
is just what the Nationalists would relish. 
China, the self-contained, has all the food she 
wants; there are sufficient stocks of imported 
materials to last six months; blockade would 
work no harm, except to prevent Soviet 
munitions from arriving. 

DISCREDIT THE “ REDS." 

What is wanted is something positive, some- 
thing which well inflict a public humiliation 
on the Reds and discredit them, some proof 
to convince the Chinese people that the white 
man is not down and out, and that “ friendly 
America ' is just as unfriendly to Nationalist 
China as she is to Moscow, the bloody mother. 
In any case, there is no time to be lost. 
The palsy of the foreign side, if it continaes 
into summer, will see all the key-positions 
lost, and necessitate a great effort to recover 
them. ‘To-day there is yet time to wipe out 
humiliation. To-morrow it may be too late. 
To make this point clear I add this precise 
copy of a message just sent by the Belgian 
Consul to his Government. 

“ Eugene Ch’en to-day requested me to 
confirm the protest he made to the 
Councillor of Legation against the negotia- 
tions for a new Treaty with Peking. He 
considers the action of the Belgian Govern 
ment hostile to the Nationalist Government, 
and announces serious reprisals against 
‘Belgians; for instance, popular outbursts. 
I insisted that he stop every such attempt, 
citing the hospitality offered to Chinese in 
Belgium, as well as the numerous services 
rendered by Belgians here. He showed 
himself unresponsive and menacing.’’

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FATAL ELECTRIC SHOCK. 
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DUBLIN LABOURER’S DEATH 
IN TUNNEL. 


That death was caused by the electric 
current from the lamp that he was holding 
passing through his wo J was the verdict 
returned at the inquest, which was held in Sir 
Patrick Dun’s Hospital, Dublin, yesterday, on 
Thomas Hughes, a labourer, of 21 Merchant’s 
Cottages, Kast Wall, Dublin, who collapsed 
and died suddenly while at work in the Liffey 
tunnel, Ringsend, Dublin, last Tuesday morn- 
ing. 

a. Hughes, 21 Merchant's Cottages, said 
that her husband had been up during Monday 
night at the bedside of his dying son. 
Yr. Archer, house surgeon, Sir Patrick 
Dun’s Hospital, said that in his opinion death 
due to electrocution could not be definitely 
proved. Syncope following a shock not 
usually fatal was probable. 

John McAleer, a labourer, 51 Commons 
street, Dublin, said that ne was working in 
the tunnel 107 feet below the surface and 180 
feet from the entrance shaft, putting up 
concrete blocks against the upper portion of 
the tunnel. About 10.40 in the morning he 
heard Hughes give a shout and saw him 
stagger and fall on the ground. He at once 
went to his assistance and had him taken to 
hospital. He had got a shock from the same 
lamp. 

: SEVERE SHOCKS. 

Patrick Lawlor, 5 Irishtown road, corroborat- 
ing the evidence of the pgevious witness, said 
that he had handled the electric flex many 
times, and had got very severe shocks from 1t. 

Michael Quirke, 36 Bath street, works 
manager for Messrs. McAlpine, the contractors, 
said that he had received shocks from the 
same lamp, but, as a —_ rule, they only 
laughed at them. The lamp was repaired and 
kept in perfect order. 

P. J. Monks, 89 Hollybrook road, Dublin, 
said that he was on the staff of the City 
Electrical Engineer. The voltage of the lamp 
which Hughes was holding was 200, the same 
power as that used for electric bulbs in houses. 
A shock from a voltage that might not affect 
one man might kill another man. He had 
inspected the lamp used by Hughes, and it 
appeated to be in perfect order, though he 
could not say definitely until it had been 


tested. 
CONONER’S REMARKS. 
The Coroner (Dri Louis A. Byrne) said that 
he had examined the body and made a further 
blood test, which had convinced him that 
death was due to electric shock. The Coroner 
added that there was absolutely no evidence 
of neglect on the part of the firm or their 
members engaged in the work.

NO REASONS FOR 
PESSIMISM. 


MR. EASON’S REVIEW. 


Mr. J. C. M. Eason, M.A., the President, 
in the course of his remarks, stated that the 
membership of the Chamber: at present was 
943. He said that the condition of the 
national tinances, as disclosed by Mr. 
Blythe's Budget speech, was satisfactory, and 
it was remarkable that during a period 
which included the coal strike, estimates of 
revenue should have been not merely reached, 
but exceeded. lt is appropriate to congratu- 
late the country on the result, but, at the 
same time to express a hope that taxpayers 
generally will appreciate the desirability of 
paying their taxes punctually and that no 
one will evade his just liability, There is 
need of a stronger public opinion than has 
shown itself in the past. 

‘We must condemn emphatically the 
evasions and subterfuges keane prac- 
tised, and brand them as essentially dis: 
honest and wrong. Failure to contribute 
one’s proper share to the revenue is an 
offence against one’s fellow-citizens, not—as 
some seem to think—against some abstract 
and impersonal entity called ‘the Govern- 


ment.’ ”’ 

PROCESS OF READJUSTMENT. 
"No one san say,” he continued, '' that 
ther: are not many grounds for serious con- 
sideration. Many businesses ere still only 
keeping their heads above water ; there have 
been many which have gone under, We are 
still in the throes of a crisis of readjustment 
and reorganisation. Nevertheless, there is 
no reason to be pessimistic, ee: 
“The surest grounds for hope lie in the 
prospects for agriculture. Recent legislation, 
which was very Wisely designed to raise the 
quality of agricultural products, is not 
mevely showing satisfactory results already, 
but is calculated to be even more effective in 
the near future. 

‘‘A serious handicap for the farmer, how- 
ever, lies in the marked inequality between 
the prices he receives for his produce and the 
prices he has to pay for the goods and ser- 
vices which he requires. Until this disad- 
vantage be removed (and natural economic 
forces, if allowed to come into play, will tend 
to remove it) the business community must 
accept the consequences. Do not forget that 
anything it Ná ai to help the farmer in this 
respect will ultimately react to its own 
advantage. At present the dice are heavily 
loaded against him. The subject cannot be 
fully dealt with here, but it is of vital 
importance. 

AGRICULTURAL CREDITS. 

“The Agricultural Credit Bill was dis- 
cussed at several meetings of the Council. 
Some of its provisions may tend to alter the 
credit relations of farmer and trader in 
respect of such goods as seeds, fertilisers, 
feeding stuffs, etc. In one case the discus- 
sion led to an interview with the Minister 
with satisfactory results; fearg were allayed, 
doubts removed. 

“The argument was advanced that the 
Chattel Mortgage Register should have been 
made available for inspection by the public 
and not restricted to the banks and the 
Credit Corporation, but the Banking Com- 
mission arrived at the conclusion that to 
make it so available would defeat the objects 
of the bill, and for the present we accept 
that view. 

“We consider that if, in the course vf 
time, the credit facilities are largely availed 
of by the farmer, the natural corollary 
follows that he would be able to pay cash 
for his personal requirements, and that will 
benefit the trader. The process will take 
time to develop, and the trader will certainly 
have to avoid indiscriminate credit. 

“Success will he in administration. We 
have. been assured ai interviews, .and the 
Minister has on many occasions stated .n 
pubiic, that credit will only be given after 
the strictest scrutiny. If one feels any 
further doubt it must arise from the convic- 
tion that normally the only safe rule regard- 
ing credit is to ensure that the person who 
gives credit should be the loser if it has been 
wrongly given. 

“the bill 1s designed to encourage the 
maximum amount of individual initiative and 
effort on the part of the most important 
section of the community, and no Government 
ean do more than create opportunities. The 
individual must play his part. 

IXTERNAL CONDITIONS IMPROVE. 

“If conditions at home are fayouring the 
farmers’ ability to produce, we find outside 
the Saorstat good grounds for expecting au 
improved demand. 

“There has been a definite increase in the 
ability of the inhabitants in Western and 
Central Europe to pay for an inereased 

uantity of imported agricultural products. 

ith a larger number of buyers coming into 
the market there will develop a reaction 
beneficial to the Free State producer—an 
illustration of the rule that countries derive 
advantage from their neighbours’ prosperity 
and are adversely affécted by their difficulties. 


INTERNAL TRADE, 
“Internally, trade is atill undergoing 
adjustment and reconstruction, We are 
somewhat behind the movements elsewhere.

‘* Meanwhile, the members of this Chamber 
and other Chambers can exercise a usetul 
influence by spreading throughout the country 
the knowledge that whatever the Government 
spends has to come out of the pockets of the 
community; that Government expenditure is 
not normally the most productive, and that, 
while A may think that B is taxed at his 
expense, there is a tendeney for the cost of 
taxation to spread itself over the community 
as a whole, and no one can really escape its 
burdens. 

RATE OF EXPENDITURE. 
‘Taxation is determined by the rate of 
expenditure. The present position is most 
clearly understood when we omit from the 
total expenditure items which are recognised 
ou all sides as being obnormal or non- 
recurrent, and not, therefore, necessarily 
chargeable against the revenue of each year.

“In the figures for the current year I have 
allowed for the probable savings on estimates 
forecasted in the Budget spéech. In all the 
figures I have included the full cost of the 
Army, but for comparison I set out beside 
each year the actual amount of the Army 
Vote. : 
_“* There is here no evidence of great reduc- 
tion in expenditure. A full examination of 
the details is not possible to-day, but the 
result may be summarised by saying that the 
reduction in the Army, Old Age Pensions and 
Relief Schemes Votes is found to be balanced 
by the extra cost of Service of Debt. Agricul- 
tural and Education Votes. Such adjustments 
measure a distinct advance; the altered form 
of expenditure is more beneficial, except, 
perhaps, in the case of old age pensions; but 
it does not reduce the demand on the tax- 
payer. The figures, as*a whole, enforce 
clearly the demand for reduction, and show 
that the reduted taxation we enjoy is 
achieved by a partial reduction of expenditure 
and a considerable alteration of policy as 
regards the payment for exceptional items. 

THE BANKING COMMISSION. 
‘The four interim reports of the Banking 
Commission have been followed by the Cur- 
rency Bill and the Agricultural Credits Bill. 
The other reports lie over for consideration. 
To the latter bill I have already referred. 
Th» former has taken up a very large amount 
of your Council’s time owing to its far- 
reaching importance. It deals with the 
subtleties of banking procedure and note 
issue, which it is not easy for laymen to 
understand. After exhaustive discussion of 
the report, your Council decided it was a 
conservative recommendation to deal with a 
problem ‘which could not be. avoided or post- 
poned, The bill is based ón the report, We 
do not question the fundamental objects of 
t’.e bill to create legal tend --and obtain fo: 
the Saorstat the profit derived from note 
issue. All the precautions that could be 
taken to safeguard the position have been 
introduced, 
“As regards the ordinary banking pro- 
cesses, the trader will experience no changes. 
In connection with cash transactions, travel- 
le in and out of the Saorstat will probably 
suffer from the different currency, but we 
would not be disposed to magnifv these inci- 
dental circumstances, They will cause 
momentary irritation. They may _ involve 
extra trouble. But we could find no better 
solution than the Commission's findings. 


DEFCSITS AND OVERDRAFTS. 
. “The commercial commumty are mainly 
interested in what the banks will give for 
their deposits, and charge them for their 
overdrafts. This side of banking, which 
mostly concerns the business man, did not 
come under the purview of the Commission. 
From information that I have been able to 
gather, it would appear that, prior to 1914, 
the margin between these two figures re- 
mained at 24 per cent.; when the overdraft 
rate was 5 per cent., depositors received 2} 
per cent.; when it fell to 4 per cent., the 
deposit rate fell to 1) per cent. At present 
the banks retain a margin of 34 per cent.; 
and, while the overdraft tate is per cent., 
depositors ure only receiving 2 per cent, It 
is a matter which requires some attention 
and explanation. One would also welcome 
an authoritative statement regarding the 
margin between the Bank rate in England 
and the overdraft rate fixed by the Irish 
banks. Criticism is frequently directed at 
t' ; margin, and it is alleged that we are 
charged a higher rate than that’ demanded 
on the other side. Ther. seems to be a 
prima’ facie case for inquiry—the ‘explana- 
tion may be that the Bank rate is not an 
effective onc, and that in practice borrowers 
on the other side are charged much the same 
figure as is done here. 

“There is also an undercurrent of feeling 
that the buyer’s market for credit is unduly 
restricted and hampered, and that greater 
consideration could be given to individual 
circumstances. it might, at anv rate, en- 
courage the frier use of credit if the cost 
was reduced further, especially as the situa- 
tio gs is more encouraging, I would 
ask the attention of those competent to form 
judgment to the figures fo. the Irish banks 
sonmerte in the issue of the Statist for May 
14th. e figures show that, when the 
altered value of mone is taken into account, 
(a) the deposits are higher than in 1913; (b) 
that the increase is relatively higher than 
that which has taken place in either England 
or Scotland; (c) that the rooney so deposited 
is more largely than before held by the banks 
in the form of investments, and to a lesser 
extent used by them to give advances to 
c.stomers, or it may be alternatively ex- 
pressed that the banks’ customers are makin 
a smaller demand upon: them for credit, an 
consequently the banks have larger sums to 
invest. There i; no disposition on our part 
to depreciate in any way the immense value 
of the services rende to the commercial 
community by the existing banks. 


BANKRUPTCY LAW AND ARBITRATION 
‘The Chamber has been pressing for a 
considerable time for the introduction of 
legislation to amend the bankruptcy laws, 
nd the Government has now appointed a 
Bankruptcy Commission which will hold 
blic sittings at an early date.

COMMISSIONER'S STATEMENT. 
Mr. ‘Commissioner Murphy, returning 


In the course of his address on “ Civic

After all, you represent what is 


proposal for the 
vettering of the city and its citizens. Also, 
very source of the city’s life and activity, it 
behoves you to consider whether the fabric 
of our city is in a healthy state, whether all 
the elements that make up a city are being 
developed towards a complete organism of 
beauty and utility. On behalf of the Council 
of Civic Week, I wish to give you my thanks 
for this opportunity of explaining what Civic 
Week is. 
We have passed the initial stages. Already 
at two representative meetings the propos’! 
was approved unanimously. A very fine pro- 
gramme has beea sketched out, and the cost 
of carrying it out carefully scrutinised. A 
Council has been formed and a Finance Com- 
mittee, with Alderman Hubbard Clark as 
Chairman, and Mr. Murphy, Town Clerk, as 
Hon. Treasurer, is at present taking every 
possible step to secure the necessary amount 
of guarantees. 
“ Civic Week” is a wide term, and we 
wish to make it embrace all activities, intel- 
lectual, industrial, and municipal. It is hoped 
that not alone will the resultant publicity be 
advantageous in a monetary sense, but thut | 
in a way which cannot be measured in terms 
of money, benefit will accrue. 
RECENT EXAMPLES. 
We have recently had the example of 
Liverpool and Manchester, where highly suc- 
cessful Civic Week celebrations were held. 
While these cities, largely of modern growth, 
lack the historical associations of our capital, 
yet the past was made live again in colourful 
pageants and tableaux, while modern industry | 
in operation was révéaled to many thousands 
of sightseers. Largely increased volume of 
traffic was reported by the train and tram 
services. Traders were rewarded by increased 
sales, and the indirect publicity and the keen 
interest aroused in civic matters must prove 
highly valuable to the cities concerned. 
And why should not Dublin have a Civic 
Week, a city with so many historical associa- 
tions, and where even yet may been seen the 
reflection of past gicries in art and industry’! 
If Dublin do not have a Civic Week, it will 
not be through poverty of talent or matertal. 
The difficulty has been in arranging the pro- 
gramme to fit everything BH he into one 
week. 

: THE PROGRAMME. 
What may be called the spectacular events 
include an historical pageant, showing the 
inhabitants of Dublin from very early times in 
such a way as to give the idea of consecu- 


tive history. The pageant will pass through 
our streets on certain davs, and one or two 
performances indoors will be given. With 
the fullest co-operation of the Minister of 
Defence, the Army will provide a spectacle, 
which will be both popular and remunerative. 
There will be a military parade and torch- 
light tatoo, the programme of which ~in- 
cludes such features as massed bands, musi- 
cal drive by artillery, musical ride by 
mounted infantry, figure marching by troops 
caPrying torches, and aviation displays. 
An industrial pageant, the main object of 
which is the portraying of the industrial and 
commercial life of the city, will :onteilnite 
to the spectacular interest of the week. A 
window dressing competition will, it is 
hoped. increase trade in the business houses, 
while the artistically decorated streets will 
add to the dignity and beauty of the city. 
Art, music, literature and drama will all find 
a place in Civic Week; art being represented 
by an exhibition; music by a programme of 
performances of orchestral, chamber, choral, 
solo vocal and solo instrumental music. The 
special activities which will enlist and dis- 
piey the strength of Dubin in literature will 
e provided by various lecturers, and motor 
tours to places of historical and literary in- 
terest. A very complete and interesting 
programme in this connection has been ar 
ranged, while similar provision is made for 
dramatic performances in the _ theatres. 
A special broadcasting programme will 
be rovided for.  Á town _ planning 
exhibition will also be held, and, 
in order to bring the = citizens into 
closer touch with the various activities of 
the municipality, arrangements will be made 
for conducting parties of visitors over the 
principal municipal departments. 
A prize for the best building erected dur- 
ing a specified périod will be awarded to 
remind citizens of the permanence of the 
ideals of which Civic Week is the expression. 
The poor children will not be forgotten, and 
special treats will be arranged for them. 


DUBLIN EN FETE. 

The carnival spirit will be manifest in gay 
pageants, bands in our parks and squares. 
Eo fancy dress ball at the Mansion

In a word, it is intended to turn the city 
en féte for a week. From that we hope to 
get ublicity for our city to result in making 
ublin known to itself ard the world out- 
side; its past, its possibilities, its present 
resources and needs; to show it what other 
cities have done, and are doing, and to en- 
courage all the citizens iu their daily task, 
and awaken them to new resolytions. There 
will be monetary gain, too, we hope, but in 
regard to this aspect of the Civic Week, we 
ask you to take thé big view—to consider 
more what Civic Week will mean to the 
city as a whole than what it may mean to 
individual coffers. 


ESTIMATED EXPENDITURE. 

The estimatéd cost 1s put down at £15,000, 
and a probable 1evenue from shows, sale of 
handbook, advertisements, etc,, £9,000.

The Free .State’s Trade. 


The Free State trade returns for the 
year 1926 make melancholy reading. Once 
again the volume of trade has declined. 
Imports -have fallen from £68,890,000 in 
1924 to £61,286,000 in 1926, while exports 
in the same period have -fallen from 
£50,281,000 to £41;185,000. During the 
last three years there. has been a pro- 
gressive increase in the size of the Free 
State’s adverse balance. In 1924 it was 
£17,506,000, in 1925 it mounted to 
£18,569,000, and now it stands at the 
hitherto unparalleled level of -£19,329,000, 
or £6 10s. per head of: the population. 
Of course, 1926 was a bad year for 
everybody. Conditions in Ireland are 
governed by external causes, and, in 
addition to a general strike of nine days, 
Great Britain had a coal strike which 
lasted for nearly nine months. British 
trade was brought almost to a stand-still. 
The army of unemployed was increased by 
hundreds of thousands of men, with the

growing, although the. total volume of 
trade has been falling steadily. During 
1926 there. was a drop of £842,000 in 
cattle exports, and of. £262,000 in the 
export of ‘eggs. In the old days of 
British rule Ireland had a favourable 
trade, balance that rarely fell below 
£20,000,000 per annum. The fact that, in 
the case of the Free State, this surplus 
has been converted into a deficit of almost 
the same size is one of: the most disturb- 
ing phenomene of our times. 

Economists will argue for ever about 
the effect of: adverse trade balances; but |. 
the position, so far as the Free State is 
concerned, seems to be fairly simple. 
During the prosperous years in Ireland, at 
the beginning of the present century, a 
constant surplas of exports. over imports 
enabled the Irish. people to make very 
heavy investments in England and else- 
where; and. during the “ boom” period 
of the war, when. foodstuffs. were at a 
premium, a large balance was accumulated 
in British banks. Consequently, the 
citizens of the Free State to-day have in- 
vestments and deposits in: England to the 
amount. of about £180,000,000, which, 
reckoned at 5 per cent., yield an annual 
income of £9,000,000.. ‘This: sum must be 
regarded as an’ “ invisible’’ export and 
must be deducted from the adverse balance 
of: trade. There«are also “invisible” im- 
ports which must be added to the adverse 
balance; but when all necessary adjust- 
ments have been-made thére remains a net 
annual loss to the Free State of at least 
£9,000,000; which must be paid out of the 
Free Staté's capital holdings in Great 
Britain. We know of tio other way in 
which the defi¢it can be met. If, there- 
fore, the present’ cotidition of affairs is 
allowéd to remain,’ this country’s external 
investments will shfink until finally they 
disappear altogether. The Free. State cannot 
survive such a drain on its resources.

BELFAST MAILS. 


TIMES OF HOLYHEAD AND 
STRANRAER ROUTES. 


“There is one advantage ; for the Ulster 
mails are delivered in London by the first 
post,” said Sir William Coates in the 
Northern Senate yesterday, when it was 
suggested that no advantage was derived 
by sending mails by the Holyhead route. 

Replying to questions, Lord Massereene 
gave the following comparisons of the 
times of the arrival of mails in Belfast :— 

Earliest. Latest. Average 
Via Holyhead 9.15 9.45 9.20 
Via Stranraer 9.28 ‘10.58 9.46 

The times of the commencement of the 
Belfast delivery varied: between 10.45 and 
11 a.m. the difference being occasioned 
by the varying volume of mails received. 
The average time of commencement over 
the entire period was 10.49 a.m. 

Of the mails formerly sent from Belfast 
via Stranraer, 67 per cent. had been 
diverted to the Holyhead-Kingstown route. 
Of those diverted, 75 per cent. had gained 
by the alteration, an acceleration in 
delivery averaging three hours having 
been effected by the change. 

In London the times. of delivery of 
letters from Belfast were :— 

Via Holyhead... 7, 0 a.m. 
Via Stranraer ... 9.15 a.m. to 10 a.m. 

Colonel the Right Hon. R. G. Sharman 
Crawford said that the object of sending 
the mails via Holyhead was, to obtain an 
earlier delivery, but he was astonished to 
find that whether the mails came via 
Holyhead or Stranraer they were delivered 
at the same time. 

Lord Massereene, in reply, said that, as 
far as he knew, the mails were delivered 
at 10.45 a.m. by eithe: route.

LOSS.

CANCELLING OF LATE 
SITTINGS THE CAUSE. 


During the four years, 1923-1926, the 
loss on the restaurant, for the convenience 
of Free State Senators and T.D.’s, at 
Leinster House, was £1,159 7s. 2d. This 
fact is disclosed in the statement of 
accounts which is contained in the Report 
of the Joint House Committee published 
yesterday. 

The loss on the working of the 
restaurant, however, has been partly met 
by a supplementary estimate of £600 
which was passed last March, but how the 
loss on the working of the restaurant 
occurred is only briefly referred to. “ The 
turnover of the Restaurant, ' the Report 
says, “depends very largely upon the 
frequency of the sittings of the two 
Houses, earnings fluctuating according to 
the number of sitting days.”’ 

The accounts show that the salaries and 
wages averaged £1,000, and the purchases 
about £2,700 a year. There was a surplus 
of £8 in 1924, but the deficit in 1923 was 
£219, in 1925 £409, and in 1926 £538. 

Mr. A. Byrne, T.D., who is a member 
of the Joint House Committee, explained 
to an Trish Times representative last night 
that the restaurant would be a paying 
proposition if it remained open continu- 
ously, but it sometimes happened that 
orders were given for goods in anticipation 
of long sittings of the Houses, and they 
rose unexpectedly. This: meant that the 
f -7 ordered was often left over. 

“The staff of the restaurant,’ he said; 
“are paid full wages when the Houses are 
sitting, and when they are not in session 
they get part wages. This, of course, 
adds to the cost of the restaurant's 
upkeep.’’ i 

“The same difficulty is experienced in 
the House of Commons,” he added. “1 
have seen a late dinner prepared for a 
House of four or five hundred members, 
the cost being about five shillings a head. 
The debate fell through, and the members 
went home or elsewhere for their meal. 
Occurrences like these are quite unavoid- 
able in any Parliament.”

“BRITISH HAVEKEPT 
THEIR PROMISES.’ 


APPEAL TO DROP THE 
SUUTH AFRICAN FLAG.

CAPE TOWN, Wednesday. 

During the resumed debate on the Flag 
Bill this afternoon, General Smuts made 
the best speech he has yet delivered on 
the flag question, and one of. the best in 
his whole career. It was characterised 
by that breadth of | vision, big-souled 
magnanimity and keen insight which have 
made him a world statesman. 

General Smuts deprecated alienating 
their Northern British neighbours by ex- 
cluding the Union Jack from the flag of 
the Union. He denied that, in Dutch 
eyes the Union Jack stood for conquest. 
It did once, and General Smuts admitted 
that he had great sympathy with the 
bitterness of the younger Nationalists. ' 

“At the age of these: young men’ I 
used the same bitter language, but that 
time was long past. The British people 
had ‘kept faithfully every promise made 
to the Boers at Vereeniging. . Ever since 
then the British had held out a helping 
hand, and -to-day the Union Jack, in the 
eyes of the best elements of the Dutch, 
stood for the helping hand of England. 
On their side, too, the Dutch had been 
faithful also to Vereeniging. 

“At the beginning of the Great War in 
1914,” General Smuts went on, “many 
doubted us. Mr. Merriman admitted’ to 
me once that he had doubted Genera 
Botha and me; but the test’ was passed. 
The Dutch stood. loyal and kept their 


plighted word. Let us see that the future | 


is made in harmony with thd past, and 
that we maintain our tradition of honour, 
loyalty and co-operation.”

During the debate on We second reading 
of the Flag Bill, in the House of Assembly 
to-day, General Smuts proposed an Opposi- 
tion amendment favouring a flag com- 
bining the Union Jack and the Vierkleur. 
He urged that there should be a measure 
conceived in a wid. spirit -f agreement, 
declaring that the Government’s flag would 
lead to racial discord. He warned the 
Government that passions were boiling'in 
the country, and appealed for the question 
to be approached in a super-party spirit 
from a larger South African standpoint. 
The decision should’ be such as to enable 
the young all-British communities. from 
Rhodesia to Kenya to feel that they could 
still keep a united front’ with the Union. 


FRIENDS OF THE DUTCH. 

Since the Boer War the authorities 
under the Union Jack had become friends 
of the Dutch people, giving them self- 
government when outsiders said it was 
crazily premature, and since had extended 
their liberties and rights. 

The Union was born without interfer- 
ence from Great Britain. The Opposition 
welcomed the Imperial Conference declara- 
tion of the Union’s equal nationhood in 
the Empire and the world. To the 
Government’s argument that the proposed 
flag represented a higher status, General 
Smuts replied that a truly national flag 
must represent something stil] greater— 
namely, the tradition which the English 
atid Dutch had built up since the Boer 
War of the friendship and co-operation 
of the two races. 

The English did not ask for the in- 
clusion of the Union Jack as a superior 
authority, but as their part of the flag 
of unity and ‘equality, symbolising 
nationally the traditions of both races. 

‘He appealed to the Premier, even at 
this late hour, to pause and endeavour to 
reach an agreement. ! 

General Hertzog interjected: “ You 
had better make up your mind we are 
going through with it.” 


UNITY WANTED. 

General Smuts, continuing, said that the 
matter was not one of urgency—not urgent 
enough to be mentioned at the general 
election. It was not within the mandate 
of the Government. Let them think of 
the honour and unity of the nation which 
they wanted to bind together, not to tear 
asunder. 

Mr. Boydell, Minister of Labour, made 
a speech in which he defended the action 
of the Labour Party. He said that South 
Africa was in a different position from the 
other Dominions in respect of the British 
connection. His party held the opinion 
that a flag without reference to the past 
would be best for both races in the long 
run. 

He defended the terms of the refer- 
endum on the question on the ground 
that the Government’s proposal to fly the 
Union Jack officially had been systematic- 
ally kept from the people, thousands 
believing that if the bill were passed the 
Union Jack would be entirely banished. 

He admitted that the bill had not been 
mentioned at the time of the general 
election—that was the reason for the 
referendum. Those who, supported the 
Government on other issues could vote 
against it on the flag without a confusion 
of issues. 


THE UNION JACK. 

When the debate was resumed after 
dinner, there was no prospect of favour- 
able response to General Smuts’s’ appeal 
for peace and unity. | 

Mr. Havenga, Minister of Finance, 
supporting the bill, said :—“ There was 
a time when General Smuts better inter- 
preted the feeling’of the Dutch in South 
Africa, and felt that it was impossible 
to get our people to accept the Union 
Jack.”’ 

General Smuts—That I deny. 

The Minister of Finance said the 
majority of Dutch-speaking people in the 
old Republics would never accept the 
solution that the’ Opposition was urging. 
It showed the old spirif of domination. 


The Union Jack was not disappearing: 


from South Africa, and the Dutch recog- 
nised it as a symbol of the British 
corinéction. The bill could ‘not be carried 
through without the help of English- 
speaking South Africans in the refer- 
endum. i 

Sir Drummond Chaplin said that the 
attempt to force the bill through seeme? 
to English-speaking people a deliberate 
provocation and affront. -

3,440 MILES ON THE 
“FLIGHT TO INDIA. 


From Revter’s CORRESPONDENT. 


BASRAH, Wednesday. 

In spite of the baking sun, Lieutenants 
Carr and Gillman were in ‘véry cheery 
mood when they arrived here this after- 
noon.on the gunboat, Greyfit, . which 
brought them from Abadan,: whither they 
were conveyed by the Donax. 

Service regulations prohibited ‘the:n 
from giving Reuter's correspondent details 
of their wonderful flight from Cranwell, 
in an attempt to fly to India, a distance 
o* over 4,000 miles. 

The airmen said that when they were 
flying two thousand feet above the Gulf 
the first signs of trouble appeared, and 
soon afterwards they were forced to 
descend in the sea. 

‘It was so dark,” they said, “that we 
could not distinguish anything. Then the 
aeroplane capsized, and we were thrown 
into the sea. We managed to swim back, 
and clambered on to the wreckage of our 
machine. The spot where we came down 
was three. miles from the lighthouse at 
Quoin Island, which lay to the East. 

“The native keeper of the lighthouse, 
for whom we have nothing but admiration, 
put out in a small boat to try. and 
rescue us, but the currents were too 
strong for him. He made another 
attempt at dawn on Saturday, and this 
time succeeded. 


EIGHT HOURS IN THE SEA. 

“He took us ashore after eight hours 
in the sea, and he looked after us and 
fed us throughout Sunday. At six o'clock 
on Sunday evening we were taken aboard 
the tanker Donax. We reckon we covered 
3440 miles on our route via Constanti- 
nople and Baghdad. 

We had sufficient fuel left for seven 
hours additional flying. A dhow manned 
by natives tried to salve our machine, but 
failed owing to the strong currents.” 

Reuter’s Correspondent learns that 
another tanker, the British Motorist, 
which is now proceeding up the Gulf, 
reports having sighted the agroplane and 
examining it. As it had “found no signs 
of life,” it attempted to take the machine 
on board, but failed. 

A R.A.F. aeroplane may take Flight 
Lieutenants Carr and Gillman as far as 
Cairo. 

THE CAPTAIN’S STORY. 

Captain Armfield, of the oil tanker 
Donax, which rescued Flight-Lieutenants 
Carr and Gillman, in an interview said: 


**T was making for the Persian Gull. 


When about four miles off Quoin Island I 
saw signals from the lighthouse, I drew 
nearer, and saw they were signals of 
distress. I steamed up close, and sent a 
boat ashore. The boat returned with the 
two airmen, Flight-Lieutenants Carr and 
Gillman, who asked for a passage to 
Abadan, at the head of the Persian Gull. 
Both the airmen were surprisingly cheer- 
ful, considering the circumstances, and 
their cheerfulness did not lag in spite of 
the trying trip up the Culf.”’

CAUSE OF HIS SUDDEN 


DEATH. 

The sudden death of Professor John 
Penberthy, the eminent Veterinary ge 
and principal Veterinary Inspector at ath 
and West Show, who collapsed on arrival at 
the Bath Guildhall for the Show dinner on 
Mondaty evening, was the subject of a 
coroner's inquiry yesterday. It appeared 
that the Professor, who was years of age, 
and lived at Dean Hall, Newnham,Gloucester- 
shire, was about to hand his hat and coat to 
an attendant in the ‘cloak-room, whén he 
togtered and fell,. clutching at a seat, which 
overturned, and went to the ground with 
him. He died within five minutes, without 
speaking. 

A doctor said that a post-mortem examina- 
tion showed that the Professor had a rupture 
of the ventricle of the heart, due to mild 
cardiac degeneration, and also slight conges- 
tion of the lungs, evidently the result of 
bronchitis—which alone was enough to 
account for his death. The witness concluded 
that the Professor had been hurrying to the 
banquet, and that probably the strain of his 
duties at the show had affected his health, 

A verdict of “death from natural causes "’ 
was returned.

The Times; in an editorial article upon 


revelations, observes :—Critics of the de- 
cision of the Government, which is to be 
confirmed or rejected by the House of 
Commons this evening, are thrown back 
upon the argument, the one tolerable 
argument, of inexpediency. Granted, )it 
ig said, that the case against the Soviet 
and its various subsidiaries is proved to 
the hilt; granted that this network of 
malignant activity stretched from Moor- 
gate to Belgravia, yet, after all, there 
was nothing new about it; it existed in 
one form or another even before the trade 
agreement was concluded. To some 
extent it encouraged trade, its effects for 
evil were diminishing, and the main- 
tenance of some sort of official relation 
with the Soviet is the best hope of keep- 
ing touch with the Russian people. 

It is a plausible argument, of which a 
yood deal will certainly be heard in the 
course of the debate, but the real answer 
to it, as it seems to us, is precisely the 
same answer which forbids any further 
discussion with the Soviet over the docu- 
ments discovered the other day. In the 
relations between countries, .s in the re- 
lations between individusls, or between 
bodies of employers and employed, there 
is never any ultimate use in perpetuating 
an agreement which one side or the other 
14 determined to ignore. Honest trade 
between Russia and this country, so far 
as it exists, must r-st on the observance 
ol! individual contracts. It is not affected 
in the slightest degr-e by the new turn 
of events; for there is to be no interfer- 
ence with Arcos as a private commercial 
concern. 

There was no more pregnant truth in 
the Prime Minister's statement than his 
declaration, that, diplomatic 
when deliberately and _ systematically 
abused, are ihemselves a danger to peace. 
The true case for breaking with the 
Soviet is that the decision of the British 
Government puts an end, once for all, to 
a sterile and irritating sham. .

The Pope gave an audience to-day to 600 
English pilgrims, who were presented by 
Cardinal Bourne, Archbishop of Westminster, 
accompanied by Mgr. Mackintosh, Archbishop 
of Gane Mgr. -MacCarthy, Bishop of 
Galloway; Mgr. Gowgill, Bishop of Leeds; 
Mgr. Cary-Elwes, Bishop of Northampton ; 
Mgr. Thorman, Bishop of Newcastle, and 
Mgr. Shine, Coadjutor-Bishop of Middles- 
brough. 

Cardinal Bourne delivered an address in 
which he expressed the ardent desire of all 
pilgrims and Catholics of England for the 
return of their conntry to the unity of the 
Catholic faith. 

The Pope answered, speaking in Latin, 
thanking the pilgrims for co@ing such a dis- 
tance to visit him. He said that he shared 
their desires, and prayed to see them fulfilled. 
The Pope alluded to the pleasant memories 
which the presence of English pilgrims 
aroused in his heag® and also of the visit 
which the British Sovereigns paid to him, 
which showed the most nóble séntiments of 
kindness and cordiality. 

The Pope concluded by expressing the hope 
that the blood of the English martyrs would 
be the seed of new Catholics, as had happened 
during the first centuries of the Church.

It was a comparatively 
unimportant alteration, and simply enabled 
trade unionists to sign on as contributors to 
political funds immediately upon the passing 
into law of the bill. 

The next amendment was one moved by 
Miss Margaret Bondfield, who sought to alter 
the phraseology of the clause in regard to 
contracting-in notices. She considered it a 
monstrous thing to require trade unioniste to 
contract in. She cited the case of the 
vaccination law, which permitted people to 
contract out. i 

Sir L. Worthington Evans said that ií, as 
asserted, there was no compulsion on the part 
of trade unionists to contribute to the political 
fund he was quite unable to understand the 
objection to the clause. ' 

Mr. Snowden charged the Government, with 
seeking to impose an unnecessary and 
irritating condition upon a trade union 
practice which had existed for fourteen years. 

After some further discussion, the Attorney- 
General was inclined to agree that a better 
alternative form of words might be found, 
and upon his promising to see what could be 
done, Miss Bondfield withdrew her amend- 
ment. 

For once in a way the guillotine did not 
fall to-night, as the first sub-section of the 
clause got through before 10.30; and the 
discussion proceeded on sub-section 2, which 
provides that political finances should be 
levied separately from contributions applied 
to other purposes. 

At 11 o’clock further debate was adjourned 
until Friday.

POOR LAW CANDIDATE SENT

was prosecuted for having, in the present 
month, caused to be printed and published 
a poster of a seditious character, 

Mr. Mussen, Crown Solicitor, who prose- 
cuted, in stating the case. asked that Kelly 
should be imprisoned. He read the poster 
which had been issued by Kelly. It 
objected to the oath of allegiance which Poor 
Law Guardians, as well as others, had to 
take—‘‘I will render true and faithful 
allegiance and service to His Majesty King 
George V. and his Government of Northern 
Ireland.” “There may be justification,’’ the 
poster stated, “in demanding an oath of 
allegiance to the ple and the nation in 
the national assembly or legislature in any 
country, but when such oath is one of alle- 
iance to a foreign Power, then that oath 
amso"gt a renunciation of the nation, and is 
a brand of slavery to those nationals who 
subscribe.”’ 

Mr. Lynn (instructed by Messrs. O’Hare 
and O’Hagan), who appeared for the accused, 
submitted that the Act under which the case 
was brought, the Civil Authorities (Special 
Powers) Act was ultra vires. 

The magistrates sentenced Kelly to two 
months’ amprisonment without hard labour. 


ALLOTMENTS IN DUBLIN.

PROGRESS OF THE MOVEMENT 


Reviewing the progress of the Irish allot- 
ment movement, Mr. Denis McDonnell points 
out that it had its inception in Ireland in 
1917, when, in consequence of threatened food 
shortage, workers were encouraged, and in 
some cases taught, to cultivate plots of land 
to produce food, 

Under an Emergency Act of Parliament 
the plotholder then had his legal status, but 
afterwards he met with nothing but dis- 
couragement. 

There are in Dublin and districts some 
1,200 allotments at the present moment; in 
1923 there were about 2,000, and in 1919— 
the heyday of the movement—3,500. In 1919 
there were approximately 30,000 plotholders 
in Ireland. 

Taking the annual yield of potatoes as one 
ton to one-eighth of an acre, the output of 
potatoes since the inception of the scheme 
was 25,000 tons. Add to this cabbages, onions 
and other vegetables, the food value of the 
plots tilled by the workers of Dublin since 
1917, at a conservative calculation, has been 


He details the work of the Irish Plot- 
holders’ Association down to the passing of 
the “ Acquisition of Land (Allotment) Act, 
1926,’’ in July last. 

“The Act, as it stands at present, is not 
perfect. In our endeavours to put it into 
operationr’’ he says, “we found a number 
of faults, but we are hopeful, when the 
attention of the Minister for Local Govern- 
ment (the Minister responsible for the work- 
ing of the Act) is drawn to these, that they 
will be remedied.”

The United States Consulate at Shanghai 
has published the trade statistics for April, 
showing that China’s exports to America 
were only slightly below last year’s. 

While silk exports were lower than last

A YEAR'S EXCELLENT WORK. 

Sir William J. Thompson presided at the 
annual meeting of the friends of Drumcondra 
Hospital, Dublin, yesterday, 

Canon Greer submitted the Committees 
report for the year 1926. It stated that the 
work of the hospital, both as regards. in- 
patients and out-patients, had been well main- 
tained throughout the year, and the building 
had been kept in the best of. order “and re- 
pair. In that connection thanks were due 
to the Ladies’ Committee, and to the Lady 
Superintendent, whose Pound Day and whist 
drive this year had resulted in an addition of 
£31 5s. 10d. to the funds, and a very welcome 
supply of groceries. They had also to thank 
the Linen Guild for supplies of sheets, etc. ; 
the Dublgy Hospital Sunday Fund for their 
grant of 12s. ód. ; the City Commissioners 
for their grant of £133 6s. 8d., the staff of 
the Dublin Dockyard Co. for £40 8s. 6d., and 
all those who had contributed to the funds of 
the hospital. They thanked the chutches 
which sent flowers, fruit and vegetables -from 
their Harvest Thanksgiving Services, . and 
they had to thank the Matron and the staff 
for their loyal services and co-operation. 

With deep regret they recorded the resigna- 
tion, through ill-health, of their senior physi- 
cian, Dr. G. O’Keeffe-Wilson. Dr. É. M. 
Fannin was now senior physician, with Dr. 
W. F, Delany as colleague, Dr. M. A. 
McKeever and Dr. W. Hutchinson hafing 
been appointed anesthetists. 

The debit balance in the accounts had been 
reduced during the year, but ‘the Committee 
had to emphasise the necessity for further 
support if the work of the hospital was to be 
continued as efficiently as it should 8. Though 
but a small hospital, it would be seen from 
the report of the Medical Board that it dealt 
with a great number of patierits in the course 
of a year, many of whom were unable -to 
defray anything approaching the full cost of 
their maintenance. The hospital, therefore. 
had to depend largely on the contributions of 
the public to make ends meet. 

MEDICAL REPORT. 

Dr. Fannin submitted the report of the 
Medical Board, which showed that 469 cases 
had been treated in the wards. The average 
number of beds occupied each day was 24, and 
328 operations had been pecronmed. Over 
2,000 persons were attended to in the extern 
dispensaries during the year. i 

Mr. Robinson submitted a financial state- 
ment, which showed that the debit balance 
of the previous year—£290 5s. 9d.—had been 
reduced to £267, the total expenditure being 
£2,225, 

The Rev. H. G. Forde, M.A., Rector of 
St. George's, in moving the adoption of the 
reports, paid a tribute to the excellent work 
which the hospital was doing on the North 
side of the city, The staff were doing the 
highest type of work with the beat pons 
motives, and the hospital was fulfilling its 
purpose in a way that earned for it the 
generous, the increased support of the public 
generally. : 

The Rex. E. M. Greening seconded the 
motion, He said that, although he lived in 
the County Clare for the past five years, he 
could not forget Drumcondra Hospital for 
what it had done and what it was doing, not 
only for the people of Dublin, but for those 
who lived far outside it. (Hear, hear.) 

On the motion of the Rev. <A. TH. 
Macpherson, seconded by Dr. Fannin, the 
following members of the Committee, who 
retired by rotation, were re-elected :—The 
Rev. P. J. McGrath, P.P., Arklow; Canon 
Fergus Greer, M.A.; Mr, J. J. Simington, 
Mr. Alexander Strain and Mr. J. J. Robinson. 


ECONOMY AND EFFICIENCY. 

Sir William J. Thompson, replying to a 
vote of thanks, said—The Committee of 
Management and the medical staff are to be 
congratulated on their report for 1926. It is 
worthy of note that the debit balance is less 
for last year than the previous year, and 
think we may safely say that there are very 
few other Dublin hospitals which can claim 
such a record, This shows that the Com- 
mittee have economically and - efficiently 
er gs the funds at their disposal. 

t is probably known to all that the Dublin 
hospitals receiving a grant from the Dublin 
Hospital Sunday Fund must. send in all their 
accounts, which aré examined and published. 
In looking over these accounts one feels that 
it must be gratifying to the Committee and 
medical staff to find that the cost per bed in 
this hospital is less than that in the majority of 
other city hospitals, and this fact should also 

pleasing to subscribers and all those who 
contribute in any way to the upkeep of the 
hospital, as it shows that all moneys received 
are dealt with most economically and to the 
best advantage. In this respect a tribute 
must be paid to the Ladies’ Committee, who 
are much better in the domestic arrangements 
than the mere man. 

The medical staff are also to be congratu- 
lated on the result of their year’s labour. 
One feels that in the atmosphere of a volun-| 
tary hospital there is a touch of human feel- 
ing and sympathy between patients and the 
staff, which possibly could not exist if hos- 

itals were taken over by the State, which 

been advocated by some. 

Parents and others know how anxious they 
feel when one of théir children, or a near 
relative, is ill, and how much they rely on. 
their medical attendant. The same applies to 
those who seek, and are never refused, treat- 
ment here; and on this account all who are 
m a position to contribute to the funds, and 
are living in the neighbourhood, should do 
so. In so doing they will feel that they are 
relieving distress, and that help sent here is 
administered for the welfare of the patients.

LAND ANNUITIES. 


AN ANSWER TO MR. 
DE VALERA. 

Speaking at Oylegate on ‘Tuesday night, 
Mr. Thomas McCarthy, Cumann na et eal 
eandidate for County Wexford, said that Mr.

Speaking at a Labour meeting in Coolock 
last’ night, Mr. W. Norton, T.D., said that 
the present policy of multiplying cattle and 
exporting the population could only be con- 
tinued at the price of national extermination, 
The Government did not appear to be alive 
to the need for providing work for the people 
at home, and yourig Irish men and women 
were emigrating from this country, which 
to-day needed their energies and skill more 
than ever if there was to be any real re- 
construction and prosperity.

FIVE ALLEGED CAUSES OF 
INSECURITY. 

Mr. Alan S. Patton, candidate for County 
Wicklow, and Major McSweeney, Aughrim, 
addressed a National League meeting at 
Arklow. 

Major McSweeney said that up to four 
vears ago there was work for everyone in 
Aughrim. Among other things there were 
two long-established industries—the quarries 
and milling. Both were now dead, and the 
men were on the dole. 

Within the life of the present Dail the 
number of flour mills in the Free State had 
decreased by half. An old-established in- 
dustry was left to die while all sorts of 
wild-eat schemes are being financed to the 
tune of millions—millions to the foreigner— 
and these schemes were of very doubtful 
utility. 

Mr. Patten said that the Government asked 
to be judged on their record and claim that 
they had done very well, They certainly 
restored law and order—though as individuals 
they had as much to do with the commence- 
ment of disorder as anybody—but after that 
there was hardiv a class of the community 
whose interests had not been attacked and 
jeopardised by hasty and ill-conceived 
legislation. The activities of the Land Com- 
mission and the resulting feeling of insecurity 
had rendered almost valueless the title deeds 
of frechold land—in former times the finest 
security available. The Liquor Bill, with its 
resulting feeling of insecurity, had reduced 
to practically nil the value of licensed 
premises, e lack of sympathy of the 
Minister of Fisheries has made the position 
of insecurity such that nobody would put up 
any money to fit out a fishing boat in Arklow. 
The Electricity Bill had caused a panic 
among the shareholders of the private elec- 
tricity undertakings in Greystones and Ennis- 
kerry, and bad feeling amongst the ratepayers 
of Bray and Dublin, The right to seize stock 
out at grazing by the Sheriff to pay for the 
landowners’ rates or annuities has undercut 
the long-established principle of the setting 
of grass land, ‘ 

Those were five glaring examples where 
credit had been practically destroyed by the 
creation of a feeling of insecurity by the 
Government, which asked to be judged on its 
record, and which put forward the arrogant 
claim that if it ‘was not retarned to power 
the country would sink back once more into 
insecurity and chaos.

The opening of the sixty-seventh annual 
Show the Royal Ulster Agricultural 
Society to-day took place in perfect weather. 
Under the circumstances, the grounds Jooked 
their best. The businesslike aspect of the 
trade exhibits is on this occasion: somewhat 
relieved by displays of flowering shtubs and 
bedding plants made by certain nurserymen 
immediately inside the main entrance. The 
entries show a marked increase over those of 
a year ago, and in every section a high level 
of merit has been attained. Some of the 
winning exhibits at Ballsbridge were, again 
in evidence, and great interest was taken in 
the classes where they appeared. 

The bulk of the cattle, horses, sheep and

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PUBLICAN’S APPEAL, 
——- ———- 
OMISSION FHOM AN ACT OF 
PARLIAMENT. 

Appearing in support of an appeal brought 
at Monaghan Circuit Court by Francis 
Trainor, publican, Tydavnet, against the de- 
cision of a District Justice, imposing a penalty 
of £4 and endorsing his licence for breaches 
of the Licensing Act, 1924, on St. Patrick s 
Day this year, Mr. D. Keenan said that there 
were five counts in the summons, and the 
District Justice convicted on the count for 
allowing drink to be consumed on the pre- 
mises. There was no such offence under the 
section of the 1924 Act. 

Judge Devitt read the section, and observed 
that Mr. Keenan was right. Had it been 
brought to the notice of the District Justice, 
he said, he was sure that he would have 
convicted on some other count. The section 
dealt particularily with St. Patricks Day, 
and, though it included the usual offences 
for selling, exposing for sale. opening and 
keeping open, the offence usually included in 
similar sections of other Acts, for allowing 
consumption on the premises, was omitted. 
Why it was omitted he did not know, but he 
was sure that the Legislature had some good 
reason for the omission. 

He must reverse the decision against 
Francis Trainor, the publican. He confirmed 
the conviction against the men found on the 
premises, and further ordered that the en- 
dorsement of the licence should be removed.

FISHERMEN'S CHAMPION BOXER 
IN TROUBLE. 

At Kilkee] Petty Sessions two young men 
named Thomas Kelly (known as ‘the fisher- 
men’s boxing champion "’) and Frank Harper, 
both of (Greencastle, Co. Down, were sum- 
moned for drunkenness and disorderly con- 
duct, and assaulting Constables Rutherford
